School Report for 1900-01. 


In accordance with the law the school board herewith submit the 
following report : 

The excellent work of the teachers in 1899 led the board to 
secure their services for the ensuing year, believing that a change 
would be detrimental to work so advantageously begun. 

Owing to extra appropriations the winter term has been extend- 
ed two weeks longer than usual and the mildness of the weather 
made the average attendance unusually large for the season. 

The largest number of registered pupils at any one time was 69, 
and the number of children, April 1, 1900, as given by the enum- 
erator, was 72. 

A glance at the register shows the average attendance smaller 
than we would wish, but the distance travelled by some of the 
smaller children makes it impossible for a good showing through 
the winter months. 

As a whole the record is very good and we believe the year has 
been one of progress. Both mechanical and free hand drawing 
were introduced in the spring term, and in some individual cases, 
with marked success. 

If the teachers were not so limited for time in all the necessary 
branches, a much better showing would have been made in this. 

Miss Mary Prescott, at the North school, has shown her usual 
tact in discipline and efficiency in teaching, and we were much 
pleased to be able to obtain the services of a person of so much 
experience. She has always proved herself to be, not only a capa- 
ble, intelligent teacher, but also a woman well worthy the trust of 
developing the moral nature of the scholars under her care. 

Miss Nellie Mace, at the East school, still holds the affection 
and interest of the children and her methods of teaching and of 
discipline could well be copied by teachers in larger fields. 
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By reason of a small registration and fewer classes, she has been 
able to give more attention to individual work, with the expected 
results. 

The West school, taught by Mr. Herbert Prescott, has made an 
excellent showing, and the care he has _ exercised in being accurate 
and painstaking has shown itself in review and in the practical 
handling of the general studies. Mr. Prescott is a natural teacher. 
We would recommend for the following year the introduction of a 
new line of histories and also a new line of wall maps. 

The chief obstacle that the teachers here have to contend with, 
and we believe the same is true in all ungraded country schools, is 
the lack of time necessary for the large number of recitations that 
have to be crowded into a day. 

In one school with an attendance of twenty, twenty-eight classes, 
with an average of five pupils each, are called up, besides extra 
board work and the usual writing lessons. Allowing five and one- 
half hours for a day this gives the teacher about ten minutes to a 
recitation or two minutes each to every pupil. In this time, 
perhaps, she has to hear several pages of history, or the explana- 
tion of fifteen or twenty arithmetic examples. One can readily see 
how lightly one study must be skimmed over, in order to give time 
for the next. It is a recognized fact that a scholar going from a 
district to a graded school is seriously handicapped by the lack of 
thorough practical knowledge of what he has been studying, due 
almost wholly to the lack of time in which to give full distinct ex- 
planations. ‘This we believe can only be remedied by copying the 
higher schools and grading ourselves. A primary department in 
each of the two sections of the town, with a central school of two 
grades, would go far toward bringing about the desired result. 

We hope in the near future this subject will be given the serious 
attention which it deserves.
